A Copy of a letter to ſome friends con- 


cerning George Foxes tryal. 


Far friends and brethren in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, my dear loye 
Dun you all, deſiring you may be kept (tedfaftin the Loxd Je- 
tus Chriſt, and in the power of his loye, boldly to witneſs forth 
the truth as it is revealed in you by the mighty working of the Fa- 
ther. To him alone be everlaſting praiſe and honour for eyermore. 

Dear friends , che Lord doth much manifeſt his loye and power in 
theſe parts. Upon Munday laſt fo called, my brother George and [ 
were at Laxcafter ; there were abundance of friends from all parts, 
and a great fort which fided with the Prieſts, giving out wi now 
hoped to ſee a (top pur to that great work which had gone on fo faſt, 
and with ſuch power, that their kingdom is much ſhaken. We were 
called before Judge Fell, Colonel Weſt, and Juſtice Sawer, there to 
anſwer what was charged againſt George, There were three Wit- 
nefles to eight particulars ; but they were much confuſed in them- 
ſelyes, which gave much light to the cruth , whereby the Juſtices did 
plainly fee that it was enyie ; and they diyers times told them ſo, One 
Wit-

Witneſs was 2 young Prieſt ate confeſt he had not medled, had 
not another Prieſt ſent for him , and ſet him awork. The other were 
ewo Prieſts ſons. It was proved there by many , that heard one of 
thens ſay, that if he had power, he would make George deny his pro- 
feſſion, and that he had the Spirit, and that he would take away his 
life ; and this was a fingle Witneſs ro one of the greateſt untruths 
that was charged againſt George. And the Juſtices told him , that 
they ſaw , becauſe he could not take away his life, he went about t6 
take away his liberty, There was one Prieft made out of the. whole 
number, as an Orator to plead againſt us ; who ſpared no pains to 
ſhew forth his envie againſt the truth : and when he could not pre- 
yail, he went down in a rage, and there came up a pack of them into 
the room, amongſt whom was one Jace. George being ſpeaking 
in the room, one of the Juſtices having wiſhed him , if he had any 
thing to ſay, he would ſpeak : at which the faid Jams was in ſuch a 
rage, that he broke forth into many high exprefſions againlt the truch 
ſpoken by my dear brother George ; amongſt which, this was one, 
That the letter and the ſpirit were wnſeparable : at which , the 
Juſtices ſtood up, and bid him prove that , before he went any fur- 
ther : but he ſeeing himſelf faſt, would have denied it , and the reſt 


* of the Prieſts would have been giviag the meaning of his words : but 


the Juſtices would have no meaning, but told him he had laid dowa 
a Poſition , and it was fit he ſhould proye it : wherear, the Priclts 
werefilenced , and went down in a greater rage then before. And 
ſome of them were asked at night, What they had done? And they 
lyed and faid , They could not get into the room ; thereby to hide 
their ſhame, and keepthe people in blindneſs. The Juſtices, Judge 
Fell and Colonel Weſt , are much convinced of the truth , and do 
much fer up juſtice and equity, and havefileaced the rage of the peo- 
ple. Many birter ſpirits were at Lancaſter to lee the event,bur went 
home and cryed the Prieſts had loſt the day. Everlafticg prailes be 
to him who fought the battel for us who is our King for eyer.' There 
were friends called , who the Wiznefles confeſſed were in the room 
when the things charged upon George were ſpoken : Bur they all as 
one man denied that = ſuch words were ſpoken : which gave much 
-light co che Juftices : tor they knew many of them ( as chey faid) 
to be heneſt zen , and they durſt truſt what they witneſſed. There 
was a Warrant gragted out againſt us at Appleby ; but Juſtice Bew. 
ſor 
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fon told them it was not ME... , Law , and fo it ceaſed 2 as 
I hear be is 'a faitbful man to the truth. 

The Prieſts began to preach againſt the Juſtices,and fay they.were 
not to meddle in theſe things ; but to end controyerſie betwixt neigh» 
bour and neighbour ; and are not pleaſed with the Law, becaule it is 
not inthe Stature to impriſon us, as the Prieſt that pleaded againſt 
us ſaid ; and O_ bad him go pur it into the Satute, if he 
could : he ſaid it ſhould want no will of his. They are much afraid 
that they ſhall loſe all; they are much diſcontent in theſe parts, and 
ome of them cry all is gone, Near friends, dwell in patience, 
and wait upon the Lord who will do his owne work , look not at 
man in the work, nor at man who oppoſeth the work, bur ret in 
the will of the Lord, that ſo ye may be furniſhed with patience, both 
todo and to ſufter whag you ſhall be called unto, that yourend in 
all things may be his oralle, and take up his croſs freely, which keeps 
low the fleſhly man, that Chriſt may be ſer up and honoured in all 
things, and ſothe light advanced in you, and the judgement ſet up, 
which mult give ſentence againſt all chat oppoſeth the truth in ye, thas 
the Captivity may beled Captive, and the Priſoners ſer free to ſeek 
the Lord, that righteoulneſs may rule in you , and patience and joy 
may dwel with you, wherein confilterh the Kingdome of che Father, 
to whom be all praiſe for eyer, 

Dear, friends meet often together, and take heed of what exaltech 
it ſelf aboye its brother ; but keeplow,and ſerve one another in loye; 
for the Lords ſakeler all friends know how it is with us, that God 
nay haye the praiſe of all,
